LUIGI PIRANDELLO 


Luigi Pirandello is credited with 
being one of the principal dramatic in- 
novators of this century, with the the- 
ater-within-a-theater in "Six Characters 
in Search of an Author" being one of his 
noted achievements. Pirandello was born 
in Sicily in 1867 and after receiving 
his education in Rome and Bonn, he re- 
turned to Rome and joined the literary 
circles of the city. His first play to 
achieve critical acclaim was "Right You 
Are If You Think You Are", "Six Char- 
acters in Search of an Author", pub- 
lished in 1921, presents his recurring 
theme of illusion and reality. Piran- 
dello received the Nobel Prize for 
Literature in 1934.
